Magistrates pass lower tax 


As compromise, 
magisrates cut 
new rate in half

An 1 lth-hour appeal from the com¬ 
munity has prompted county magis¬ 
trates to take half as much for a new 
tax that will go into effect July 1. 

Magistrates voted unanimously 
Tuesday morning to amend their orig¬ 
inal ordinance, which was approved at 
first reading last month. The original 
plan was to create a new one-percent 
occupational license tax. Now, magis¬ 
trates say they will ask taxpayers for 
only half that amount. 

After nearly two hours of discus¬ 
sion, county leaders say they compro¬ 
mised with the public by cutting their 
original tax rate. Crittenden County 
Fiscal Court adopted a one-half of 
one-percent (0.5) tax on payroll and 
net profits. 

Terms of the amended plan were 
forged across party lines. Magistrates 
Jeff Ellis, a republican, and Curt 
Buntin, a democrat, were among the 
leading voices behind the compromise. 
Each said comments from citizens at 
Monday night’s public hearing had 
moved them to seek a reduction in the 
rate originally sought. Others magis¬ 
trates were similarly affected. 

However, Ellis and Buntin declared 
their intentions to seek other sources 
of revenue, as did other magistrates, 
in order to help the county meet fi¬ 
nancial obligations. Options will in¬ 
clude higher property taxes and/or an 
increase in the insurance premium 
tax, which is now two percent. 

“I listened to what the people said 
last night,” Buntin told fellow mem¬ 
bers of the fiscal court before voting 
Tuesday morning. “They want us to 
spread it out. What I heard is that 
they don’t want us to put the whole

Tax Pacts 




■ New County Tax structure goes into 
effect July 1 for workers and busi¬ 
nesses. 

■ Payroll Tax: All employers within the 
county are required to begin withholding 
on all workers a one-half of one-percent 
(0.5) tax on applicable gross wages 
starting July 1 and to make tax liability 
payments to the county at the end of 
the third quarter of this calendar year. 
First tax payments to the county will be 
due in October. 

■ Federal Employees: Federal em¬ 
ployees are required to declare gross 
wages and pay one-half of one percent 
(0.5) to the county each quarter. 


■ Net Profits: Every person or busi¬ 
ness entity engaged in any trade, occu¬ 
pation or profession, or other activity for 
profit, or anyone required to file a return 
under this ordinance shall be required 
to buy a $25 business license by Aug. 
29. Applications are available at the 
county judge-executive’s office. If any 
information changes, such as address 
or status, the business is required to no¬ 
tify the county. 

■ Who Must File Net Profits: If a 

business entity makes, or is required to 
make, a Federal Income Tax Return, 
the 0.5-percent occupational license tax 
shall be computed for the purposes of 


this county ordinance on the basis of 
the same calendar or fiscal year re¬ 
quired by the federal government and 
shall employ the same methods of ac¬ 
counting required for federal income tax 
purposes. 

■ Every employer required to deduct 
and withhold tax under this ordinance 
shall by Feb. 28 each year file a recon¬ 
ciliation of the occupational license tax 
withheld and provide either copies of 
W-2 and W-3, transmittal of wage and 
tax statements, or a detailed employee 
listing with the required equivalent infor¬ 
mation, as determined by Crittenden 
County. 


Big changes for Frances area voters 


Mexico Church is 
new election place

When voters go to the polls Tues¬ 
day, those casting ballots in the 
Crayne, Mott City, Frances and Dy¬ 
cusburg areas will find some big 
changes. 

Precincts 7 and 8 have changed. 
Crittenden County Clerk Carolyn 
Byford, who is in charge of elections, 
says last year’s attempt to have two 
precincts at one location created too 
much confusion. So, they’ve been 
split once again and this time, those 
voters who have customarily voted 
at the Frances Liberty Lodge will not 


go to Mexico Baptist Church. Voters 
who traditionally voted at Frances 
Baptist Church will now cast ballots 
across the street at the lodge. 

Last fall during the general elec¬ 
tion, those Precinct 8 residents who 
had normally voted at the church, 
were required to go across the street 
to the lodge, where Precinct 7 has 
been for many years. Now, Precinct 
8 will get the lodge as its permanent 
location and those residing in 
Precinct 7 will vote closer to town at 
Mexico Baptist. 

Byford said residents may call 
her office at 965-3403 if they have 
questions about where to vote. A 
simple test can help answer those 
questions, however. Ask yourself 
who is your county magistrate. If it’s 


Donnetta Travis, you vote at Mexico 
Baptist. If it’s Glenn Underdown, 
you vote at the Frances Lodge. 

Most Dycusburg residents will 
have a little farther to travel this 
election. They vote at Mexico Bap¬ 
tist. 

These are the only changes to 
polling places this year, Byford said. 

Polls open at 6 a.m., and close at 
6 p.m. There are very few names on 
the ballot, which local leaders say 
will certainly curb voter turnout. 

The only local race is in the re¬ 
publican primary for Crittenden 
County circuit court clerk. Long¬ 
time Clerk Madeline Henderson is 
not seeking re-election. Those seek¬ 
ing the post are Melissa Guill and 
Vanda Hunt Adamson.

It was sponsored by attor¬ 
ney generals in several 
states, including our own 
Jack Conway, the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration (NHTSA), and 
the Ad Council. 

According to a national 
survey released by the Ad 
Council, 60 percent of young 
adult drivers (ages 16-24) 
say they have texted while 
driving. Honestly, I’d rather 
them have a poodle in the 
front seat. 

This texting is out of con¬ 
trol. People who text and 
drive are plain nuts. Their 
wicks don’t stick out of the 
wax, as grandpa would say. 

To educate young adult 
drivers about the dangers of 
texting while driving, state

officials, consumer protec¬ 
tion agencies and the Ad 
Council have revealed new 
public service advertise¬ 
ments (PSAs) featuring 
NASCAR driver Kasey 
Kahne. The new PSAs are 
being unveiled this month to 
coincide with National Youth 
Traffic Safety Month. 

Let’s not forget that young 
adults aren’t the only offend¬ 
ers. I see middle aged folks 
making the same dangerous 
mistakes. 

NHTSA reports that dis¬ 
tracted driving is the No. 1 
killer of American teens. 

Get that? 

No. 1 killer. Let’s say it one 


more time, No. 1 killer. 

So when we put one of 
these smart phones in their 
hands, I’m not sure who’s 
more mindless, us or them. 

“In 2010, more than 3,000 
people were killed and an 
additional 416,000 injured 
nationally due to distracted 
driving,” the Kentucky at- 
toney general said in a state¬ 
ment released during don’t 
text and drive week. 

“I want Kentuckians to 
know that they are risking 
their lives and the lives of 
others when they text and 
drive. It is also illegal,” he 
added. 

Get, that one, too? 

It’s illegal. 

There ought to be mada- 
tory jail time like for DUI. 

Texting and driving, or 
reading and driving is pre- 
medatated reckless driving. 

Kentucky Revised Statute 
189.292 - the law that pro¬ 
hibits texting and driving - 
became effective in July of 
2010. The law also prohibits 
persons under age 18 from 


using a personal communi¬ 
cation device while driving. 
According to Kentucky State 
Police, there were 312 cita¬ 
tions issued in 2011 for dis¬ 
tracted driving. Fines for 
distracted driving citations 
are $25 (first offense) and 
subsequent offenses $50, 
plus court costs. 

By comparison, there were 
more than that many DUI 
charges filed in the State Po¬ 
lice Post 1 area of western 
Kentucky last year. The fine 
for first-offense drunk driv¬ 
ing is from two to 30 days in 
jail, a fine from $200 to $500 
and license suspension for 
30 to 120 days. 

In June 2009, Car and 
Driver Magazine conducted a 
test to see whose reaction 
times were worse, someone 
texting or reading, or some¬ 
one legally drunk. In every 
aspect of the study, the tex- 
ter and reader had much 
slower reaction time at 35 
and 70 mph than did the in¬ 
dividuals who were at 0.08 
percent blood-alcohol con¬ 


tent. 

Please, I beg you, don’t 
take those results to be an 
endorsement for drinking 
and driving. But, under¬ 
stand that results for smart 
phone use by drivers are so 
horrendously bad, we’d 
rather have that poddle we 
talked about earlier driving 
the car instead of riding in 
the passenger seat. 

Texting and driving is in¬ 
deed impaired driving and 
we should take it as seri¬ 
ously as we do drunk driv¬ 
ing. 

In 2009, more than 200 fa¬ 
talities on Kentucky's roads 
and highways were blamed 
on distracted driving. The 
number of accidents pinned 
on inattentive drivers was 
57,000. Again, by compari¬ 
son, the following year there 
were 187 fatal accidents in 
Kentucky where at least one 
driver had been drinking. 

Smart phones are killing 
more people on our high¬ 
ways than beer drinkers and 
pill poppers. Think about 


that. 

When are we going to wake 
up and really crack down on 
this pervasive problem? 

And we must not forget 
that this isn’t just a teen 
problem. It’s more wide¬ 
spread. A couple of years 
back I did my own visual 
survey about people talking 
on phones. It was incredible 
how many folks I met on the 
highway who were distracted 
by using mobile phones. 
Now, I will admit, phone 
calls are one thing, but typ¬ 
ing and reading? Well, that’s 
a blatant disregard for every¬ 
one else on the road. 

Get off the smart phone if 
you’re behind the wheel! 

Pull off the road to text.

We can learn great deal from ant’s persistence 


Did you know ants are the 
undertakers of the insect 
world? Working like an army 
of tiny soldiers trained for 
military duty, they carry 
dead insects back to their 
nests. Although they can 
carry up to 20 times their 
body weight, the ant’s abili¬ 
ties aren’t due to phenome¬ 
nal strength or some rare 
oddity of nature. Instead, re¬ 
search shows its productiv¬ 
ity lies in three instinctive 
gifts: organization, unity 
and persistence. Mix those 
qualities with sheer huge 
numbers and the tiny insect 
ends up accomplishing un¬ 
believable tasks. 

A born leader, the female 
has a pivotal role in the 
colony’s survival. Without a 
boss to guide her, she in¬ 
stinctively goes about her 
work making sure she has 
food available year-round. 
Besides her eagerness to 
work, she looks to the fu¬ 
ture, preparing her meat in 
the summer and gathering 
her food at harvest. The 
colony’s growth and success 
depends on her ability to or¬ 



ganize her unit. 

One only has to watch the 
ant work for a short period of 
time to get the message - 
there is no room for slothful¬ 
ness or idleness in the ant 
hill. More industrious than 
earthworms, they move and 
circulate the nutrient-en¬ 
riched dirt that is vital to our 
ecosystem’s health. In real¬ 
ity, we need them a lot more 
than they need us. 

In the Bible, King Solomon 
uses the example of the ant 
to get his point across: “Go 
to the ant, you sluggard; 
consider her ways, and be 
wise.” The scripture is clear. 
Laziness was a problem then 
the same as today. 

For people, order makes 
for a clearer mind and a 
greater sense of self-esteem. 


Nothing makes us feel better 
about ourselves than a clean 
house with everything in its 
rightful place. Just imagine 
how much we would get 
done if we had the ant’s or¬ 
ganizational skills. 

Working in unity is a very 
important element for get¬ 
ting any job done. We’ve 
seen it a million times, espe¬ 
cially during times of natural 
disasters. Caught off guard, 
people are desperate for 
help. It’s difficult for volun¬ 
teers and rescue workers to 
know where to start. Very lit¬ 
tle gets done until everyone 
puts their heads together 
and a plan is devised. 

The dictionary describes 
“unity” as the state or condi¬ 
tion of being one or the join¬ 
ing of separate things to 
form one. Many relation¬ 
ships in our lives depend on 
that kind of union. A hus¬ 
band or wife cannot go their 
separate ways and expect to 
have a successful marriage; 
a basketball team will surely 
fail unless they work as a 
whole; clubs can never raise 
vast monies for charities un¬ 


less each individual member 
does his part. Uniting our ef¬ 
forts can produce unbeliev¬ 
able results. Division works 
just the opposite. 

Abraham Lincoln quoted 
the same scripture, later re¬ 
ferred to as the “house di¬ 
vided” speech, during the 
Civil War. The country was 
in trouble with one half hold¬ 
ing on to slavery and the 
other half in opposition. He 
admonished the north and 
south to come together, but 
we all know what happened 
next. 

Government has always 
understood the importance 
of unity. “United we stand, 
divided we fall,” is the motto 
on Kentucky’s state flag. 
Throughout our nation’s his¬ 
tory, the slogan has been 
quoted by leaders such as 
George Washington and 
Patrick Henry who urged our 
country to unite. 

Whatever the job, the ant 
demands persistence. She 
doesn’t let her tiny size hold 
her back. She faces chal¬ 
lenges with the power of a 
bull dozer. Tunneling 


through rough terrain, she 
removes any obstacle that 
obstructs her path and con¬ 
tinues along her journey. 

We shouldn’t be surprised. 
Females have always been at 
the heart of getting things 
done. My mom often recalls 
the old saying: “A man works 
from sun to sun, but a 
woman’s work is never 
done!” 

Calvin Coolidge, the 30th 
president of the United 
States said, “Nothing in this 
world can take the place of 
persistence. Talent will not; 
nothing is more common 
than unsuccessful people 
with talent. Genius will not; 
unrewarded genius is almost 
a proverb. Education will 
not; the world is full of edu¬ 
cated derelicts. Persistence 
and determination alone are 
omnipotent. The slogan

Circuit judge accepts 2 guilty pleas

Crittenden Circuit Judge Rene Williams last 
Thursday accepted guilty pleas from two indi¬ 
viduals charged with felonies, set aside a pre¬ 
trial felony diversion against a local man and 
revoked probation of a Marion woman. 

•Benjamin J. Williams, 37, of Marion was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in prison and Zac Green- 
well, the commonwealth attorney, opposed 
probation. Williams pleaded guilty to third-de¬ 
gree burglary for entering a Marion home last 
spring owned by County Clerk Carolyn Byford 
and her husband. 

•John W. Lynch 46, of Marion was ordered to 
serve two five-year sentences for felonies dating 
back to 2005 and 2006, one for receiving stolen 
property. Judge Williams set aside a pre-trial di¬ 
version provided to Lynch in the cases. His di¬ 


version was invalidated because Lynch violated 
its terms. He was arrested last year in Critten¬ 
den County on a charge of second-degree bur¬ 
glary. He is currently serving the time in the 
Christian County Jail. The sentences are to run 
concurrently. 

•Trisha Little, 24, lost her probation and was 
ordered to prison after walking away from a 
treatment facility in Hopkinsville in February. A 
month earlier, Judge Williams had set aside Lit¬ 
tle's pretrial diversion on methamphetamine 
charges because Little had failed to report to her 
probation officer in October and November, and 
she had been charged with shoplifting in Padu¬ 
cah. This time, Williams said, the court's only 
option was sending Little to prison. 

•James R. Hayden, 41, of Paducah pleaded 
guilty to being a convicted felon in possession of 


a handgun and enhanced possession of drug 
paraphernalia. The commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dropping two other charges for being a 
first-degree persistent felony offender and en¬ 
hanced second-degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance. Hayden will be formally sentenced 
next month. The commonwealth has recom¬ 
mended a 10-year sentence on the possession 
charge and five years on the gun charge. The 
prosecutor will not oppose probation in this 
case. Hayden told the judge he has been work¬ 
ing in ministry since getting into trouble. 

She appeared to have some sympathy for the 
man, saying he was one of most pleasant people 
she ever had to consider sending to prison. How¬ 
ever, she added that because of his past record, 
Hayden would qualify for a lesser penalty.

Commander 
made his 
mark in Iraq

By his own admission, 

Col. Scott Campbell was a 
slow starter. 

His race through life and 
career has been run like a 
thoroughbred rather than a 
quarter horse. Out of the 
chute he stumbled a bit, yet 
down the stretch, he's been 
among the country's finest. 

On Friday, he will be one 
of two Crittenden County 
High School graduates rec¬ 
ognized as a distinguished 
alumnus. 

Col. Campbell celebrated 
his 52nd birthday yester¬ 
day, tomorrow he cele¬ 
brates his selection as one 
of the most successful 
graduates from the high 
school's 55-year history. 

During his military ca¬ 
reer, Col. Campbell has 
been involved in some im¬ 
portant operations, but re¬ 
ceiving accolades from his 
original peer group ranks 
among his greatest thrills. 

His latest military mis¬ 
sion was perhaps his great¬ 
est, however - turning out 
the lights, so to speak, on 
U.S. military operations in 
Iraq last winter. Campbell 
was in command of the 
forces that completed the 
military pullout in Decem¬ 
ber of forces at Victory Base 
Complex at the Baghdad 
International Airport. Vic¬ 
tory Base was the last 
major military installation 
in Iraq. It had served as the 
headquarters for the Multi- 
National Corps and later 
headquarters of U.S. Forces 
in Iraq. 

"It was surreal when we 
drove out of that camp," 

Col. Campbell said. "It was 
significant because we were 
withdrawing with honor, 
but leaving with our tails 
between our legs and look¬ 
ing over shoulder at a city 
burning." 

Under Col. Campbell's 
command, 2,600 guards¬ 
men from a dozen outposts 
across the commonwealth 
became formally known as 
Kentucky’s 149th Maneuver 
Enhancement Brigade. The 
unit's completion of its mis¬ 
sion on the prescribed 
timetable impressed mili¬ 
tary brass, Col. Campbell 
said.

When Crittenden County 
School District recognizes its 
most distinguished alumni 
this week, it will also re¬ 
member James T. Hatfield. 

Hatfield, who died a year 
ago this month at the age of 
68, will be recognized 
posthumously as a distin¬ 
guished graduate of Critten¬ 
den County High School. 
Hatfield graduated in 1961. 

He continued his educa¬ 
tion at Eastern Kentucky 
University, earning a degree 
in chemistry and biology and 
later earning a degree in 
pharmacy from Samford 
University. 

Hatfield returned to Mar¬ 
ion in 1971 and became a 
partner in City Drug Com¬ 
pany. For over 20 years he 
managed the Crittenden 
Hospital pharmacy and fin¬ 
ished his career as the man¬ 
ager of the Morganfield 
Walmart Pharmacy. During 
his lifetime, Hatfield served 
on numerous boards and 
committees, as well as pro-

"A lot of senior leaders 
were amazed that a bunch 
of good old boys from Ken¬ 
tucky could transition the 
largest camp in Iraq on 
time," he said. "It's now in 
the hands of the Iraqi 
Army." 

That camp was the first 
established when the U.S. 
entered Iraq in 2003 and 
the last to close in 2011. 

Although the impact of 
that mission made interna¬ 
tional news, Col. Campbell 
says other more modest as¬ 
signments have been just 
as rewarding from a per¬ 
sonal sense. Campbell, who 
received his commission in 
1984 after attending officer 
candidate school, earned 
his full-colonel eagle in¬ 
signia in 2008 and he's 
earned two Bronze Stars 
and a couple dozen other 
medals and commenda¬ 
tions. However, among the 
memories that matter most 
are the relationships he 
built with soldiers along the 
way. 

The colonel, who has 
been a commander in 
Bosnia and twice in Iraq, 
travels back in time to one 
of his first leadership roles 
when he starts to discuss 
his greatest missions. 

"The most rewarding was 
when I was commander in 
Hopkinsville," he says. "I 
had about 100 soldiers and 
got to know every one of 
them. At that level, I felt 
like I could really make a 
difference by exercising my 
leadership skills to pull to¬ 
gether a functioning team." 

The Hopkinsville unit was 
rebuilt from the ground up 
under Campbell's leader¬ 
ship and in 1990 it was se¬ 
lected as the best tank 
company east of the Missis¬ 
sippi River. 

Although Campbell has a 
couple of shingles on the 
wall of his office - a bache¬ 
lor's degree from Murray

State and a master's degree 
from the Army War College 
- there was a time when his 
life was not so squared 
away. He recognizes the 
military for changing that. 

"At 19, I had quit college, 
was living at home, my car 
was not running, I had nei¬ 
ther a girlfriend nor a job. 

At that point, I recognize 
that I needed something to 
give my life some direction. 

I needed something to jump 
start me and get me going." 

That's when high school 
buddy Jeff Holloman, an 
ROTC student at Murray 
State, convinced him to join 
the national guard. 

"It was exactly what I was 
looking for," Col. Campbell 
recalls. 

Since then, Campbell has 
completed work on two de¬ 
grees and his career has 
blossomed. In addition to 
his military work, Campbell 
has a civilian job as a mili¬ 
tary expert for Northrop 
Grumman Corporation. Be¬ 
tween his duties with the 
Kentucky National Guard, 
working as a military con¬ 
sultant in the private sector 
and family obligations, Col. 
Campbell stays busy and 
focused. 

"I attribute that to disci¬ 
ple learned in the military. 

It got me on track in most 
facets of my life," said the 
colonel. 

Campbell says his wife, 
Linda, is the real trooper. 
Over the past 10 years, the 
army officer says he's prob¬ 
ably been gone the equiva¬ 
lent of five years or more 
through active duty and 
travel with his civilian job. 
The couple has two chil¬ 
dren, one still at home and 
another in the military 
studying as a Korean lin¬ 
guist. 

"I've missed a whole lot of 
birthdays and Christmases. 
Linda has practically been 
a single parent much of the 
last 10 years," he said. 

Campbell has deep roots 
in the community. The 
1978 graduate's family 
traces its beginnings here 
back to the 1840s, and 
many family relatives re¬ 
main in Crittenden County. 
In high school, he played 
football and participated 
with the track and field 
team. He was raised in the 
Frances area and recalls 
fondly several teachers, in¬ 
cluding High Highfil, Dale 
Kirk, Eric LaRue, Pat 
Sobolewski and the late 
Sherry McDaniel and the 
late Roy Cherry. 


Hatfield worked with sev¬ 
eral other community lead¬ 
ers having the vision to 
create the Marion-Critten- 
den County Park by obtain¬ 
ing grants and funds for the 
real estate and he served as 
park board chairman from 
1978 to 1988. He served sev¬ 
eral terms on the Marion 
City Council starting in 
1987. Hatfield also served on 
the board of directors for 
Farmers Bank and Trust 
Company in Marion until re¬ 
tirement in 2009. 


Romance writer 
always blessed 
with strong will

As author of 14 romance 
and young adult novels, 
Trish Milburn has always 
known that writing was 
something she wanted to 
do. For her, it just came 
naturally. 

Even at a young age, she 
often wrote stories based on 
favorite television shows. In 
the sixth grade, she recalls 
writing her first book - a 
cardboard and paper book 
titled “Land of the Misty 
Gems.” To this day, Mil- 
burn has her cardboard 
book which tells the story 
of romance between a 
prince and princess. 

“I guess you could say ro¬ 
mance writing was in my 
future even before I knew 
it,” Milburn said. “I've al¬ 
ways loved stories with a 
happy ending.” 

Milburn will be among 
two graduates honored Fri¬ 
day during a distinguished 
alumnus luncheon at Crit¬ 
tenden County High School. 

Graduating from Critten¬ 
den County High School in 
1989 with honors, Milburn 
was known to friends and 
classmates as Patty Cash. 
She continued her educa¬ 
tion at Murray State Uni¬ 
versity where she majored 
in print journalism. There, 
she was a staff member of 
the Murray State News and 
graduated magna cum 
laude in 1993. She landed 
a reporting job for the Trib¬ 
une-Courier newspaper in 
Benton, working there until 
1995 when she and her 
husband, Shane, moved to 
Nashville. Milburn worked 
in the marketing depart¬ 
ment of an insurance com¬ 
pany until she found 
another journalism job a 
few years later at The Ten¬ 
nessee Magazine. Starting 
out as a staff writer, Mil¬ 
burn was the managing edi¬ 
tor by the time she left in 
2005, taking a break to 
focus on her fiction writing. 

Milburn actually started 
working on her first manu¬ 
script in college, but set it 
aside after a time. It would 
be years before she would 
get serious about writing. 
The impetus came when 
she got involved with the 
local chapter of Romance 
Writers of America (RWA) in 
Nashville. Milburn was a 
charter member of Music 
City Romance Writers 
group, serving on the board 
of directors and several offi¬ 
cer positions, including 
president for four years. 

“This eventually led me to

serve on the national board 
of directors for Romance 
Writers of America, serving 
on the board for five years 
until I termed out at the 
end of October 2011,” Mil¬ 
burn said. 

In her first year with the 
national organization, Mil¬ 
burn was the PRO Liaison, 
helping writers who hadn’t 
sold their manuscripts. 

Still an active member of 
RWA, Milburn serves on the 
Leadership Development 
Committee, as well as her 
local chapter and other 
writers’ groups. 

Since becoming a mem¬ 
ber of RWA 11 years ago, 
Milburn has submitted var¬ 
ious books to different pub¬ 
lishers. Milburn has always 
dreamed of being an au¬ 
thor. Despite a few rejection 
letters, she kept at it, con¬ 
tinually submitted her 
manuscripts until two of 
her books finally sold in 
July of 2007. 

“After a certain point, it 
comes down to persever¬ 
ance,” Milburn explained. 
“You have to hit the right 
editor at the right time with 
the right project.” 

The two books that sold 
were young adult titles, 
“Heartbreak River” and 
“Winter Longing,” bought 
by Razorbill, an imprint of 
Penguin Young Readers 
Group. The stories were 
written under Milburn's 
now-retired pseudonym Tri- 
cia Mills. 

Three months after sell¬ 
ing the first two books, Mil¬ 
burn sold to Harlequin's 
American Romance line, 
contracting her first book, 
“A Firefighter in the Fam¬ 
ily.” It was published in 
September 2008. Since 
contracting with Harlequin, 
Milburn has released seven 
novels, including this 
month's conclusion to the 
Teagues of Texas trilogy, 
“The Cowboy Sheriff.” In 
February, Bell Bridge Books 
released, “White Witch,” the 
first in Milburn's paranor¬ 
mal, young adult Coven 
trilogy. The second book in 
the series, “Bane,” will be 
released later this month 
and the third, “Magick,” will 
be released in September. 


Milburn has also sold the 
first book in what she 
hopes will be a paranormal 
vampire series to Harle¬ 
quin's Nocturne Line. 

Milburn has self-pub- 
lished four books. Two are 
romantic suspense novels, 
one is a hybrid romantic 
suspense/adventure and 
one is women's fiction. 

While romance novels 
seem to be her forte, Mil¬ 
burn enjoys writing a vari¬ 
ety of other genres and 
sub-genres. 

“It keeps things interest¬ 
ing and fresh,” she added. 

Bonita Hatfield, a mem¬ 
ber of the Distinguished 
Alumni Selection Commit¬ 
tee, said Milburn was se¬ 
lected for recognition 
because of her drive to suc¬ 
ceed. 

“She's successful in her 
field, overcoming a lot, and 
that's why we felt she was 
deserving,” Hatfield said. 
“She's a strong, young 
woman who has always 
been driven to succeed.” 

Surprised by he selection, 
Milburn felt undeserving. 

“That's how I felt when I 
read about the people who 
have been awarded this 
honor before and the other 
honoree this year,” Milburn 
said. “But then, I thought 
about it, and it was really 
cool to be included. I might 
not do something that is 
life-altering on the outside, 
but you never know when a 
book is going to get a 
reader through a tough day 
or a rough time in her life. 

“It's always a thrill when 
a reader emails me or sends 
me a letter telling me how 
much she enjoyed my sto¬ 
ries. When you live with 
your own stories for so long 
with only your best friends 
and family members read¬ 
ing them, it's sort of surreal 
when total strangers read 
your words and enjoy them. 
Surreal and very reward¬ 
ing.” 

Because of her recogni¬ 
tion as a distinguished 
alumnus, Milburn hopes 
that her story is a testa¬ 
ment for other students. It’s 
okay to dream big, she 
says. 

“You can go anywhere 
and be anything if you just 
work hard enough, perse¬ 
vere and believe deep down 
that you can do it,” Milburn 
said. 

Residing in Nashville with 
her husband, Milburn is 
constantly working on new 
proposals for new trilogies, 
reviewing final pages, keep¬ 
ing up her blog and website 
TrishMilburn.com, and ex¬ 
ercising. 

She is the daughter of 
Edwinna Cash of Marion 
and the late John Robert 
Cash.

Proposal to maintain rural post 
offices includes reduced hours

The U.S. Postal Service, 
under pressure from federal 
lawmakers, is proposing cut¬ 
ting back operating hours at 
post offices instead of clos¬ 
ing them. The move would 
save more than 200 rural of¬ 
fices; however, it would 
mean fewer window hours 
for several in the area, in¬ 
cluding Crayne, Dycusburg 
and Fredonia. 

The Postal Service proj¬ 
ects losses of $ 14 billion this 
year and is asking congress 
for the go-ahead for a com¬ 
prehensive overhaul law. 
But while the bill is still 
being considered on Capitol 
Hill, the Postal Service 
wanted to close 3,700 little- 
used post offices by May 15. 

Lawmakers balked, with 
43 senators writing the post¬ 
master general asking for a 
moratorium, which was 
granted. 

The Postal Service offered 
an alternative plan last 
Thursday to reduce the 
hours the post offices are 
open, from eight hours to six 
hours a day or as little as 
two hours a day, thereby 
saving $500 million. 

The USPS thinks its new 
plan will keep the nation’s 
smallest post offices open for 
business, while saving 
money and returning the 
struggling quasi-government 
agency to financial stability. 

While hours would 
change for two Crittenden 
County post offices and oth¬ 
ers in nearby counties, ac¬ 
cess to their retail lobbies 
and to post office boxes 
would remain unchanged, 
and the towns’ ZIP Codes 
and community identities 
would be retained. 

“Meeting the needs of 


postal customers is, and will 
always be, a top priority. We 
continue to balance that by 
better aligning service op¬ 
tions with customer demand 
and reducing the cost to 
serve,” said Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral and CEO Patrick R. 
Donahoe. “With that said, 
we’ve listened to our cus¬ 
tomers in rural America and 
we’ve heard them loud and 
clear - they want to keep 
their post office open. We be¬ 
lieve this announcement will 
serve our customers’ needs 
and allow us to achieve real 
savings to help the Postal 
Service return to long-term 
financial stability.” 

USPS closed Tolu Post Of¬ 
fice last year amid other 
cost-saving measures. 

The new strategy would 
be implemented over a two- 
year, multi-phased ap¬ 
proach and would not be 
completed until September 
2014. Once implementation 
is completed, the Postal 
Service estimates savings of 
a half billion dollars annu¬ 
ally. 

“The Postal Service is 
committed to serving Amer¬ 
ica’s communities and pro¬ 
viding a responsible and fair 
approach for our employees 
and customers,” said Megan 
Brennan, Postal Service 
chief operating officer. “The 
post offices in rural America 
will remain open unless a 
community has a strong 
preference for one of the 
other options. We will not 
close any of these rural post 
offices without having pro¬ 
vided a viable solution.” 

The Postal Service will 
provide an opportunity for 
the Postal Regulatory Com¬ 
mission (PRC) to review this

plan prior to making any 
changes. The Postal Service 
intends to file a request for 
an advisory opinion on the 
plan with the PRC later this 
month. Community meet¬ 
ings would then be con¬ 
ducted to review options in 
greater detail. Communities 
will be notified by mail of the 
date, time and location of 
these meetings. 

This new option comple¬ 
ments existing alternatives, 
which include: 

•Providing mail delivery 
service to residents and 
businesses in the affected 
community by either rural 
carrier or highway contract 
route; 


•Contracting with a local 
business to create a village 
post office; and 
•Offering service from a 
nearby Post Office. 

A voluntary early retire¬ 
ment incentive for the na¬ 
tion’s more than 21,000 
non-executive postmasters 
was also announced. 

Survey research con¬ 
ducted by the respected 
Opinion Research Corpora¬ 
tion (ORC) in February, 
showed 54 percent of rural 
customers would prefer the 
new solution to maintain a 
local post office. Forty-six 
percent prefer one of the 
previously announced solu¬ 
tions - 20 percent prefer vil¬ 
lage post office, 15 percent 
prefer providing services at a 
nearby Post Office, 11 per¬ 
cent prefer expanded rural 
delivery. This strategy would 
enable a town to possibly 
have a post office with mod¬ 
ified hours, as well as a vil¬ 
lage post office. 

The Postal Service has 
implemented a voluntary 
moratorium on all postal fa¬ 
cility closings through May 
15. No closings or changes 
to post office operations will 
occur until after that time.

Students may face more 
fees when school resumes

thing in one place.” 

More than 70 people at¬ 
tended the public hearing 
Monday at the Marion Ed- 
Tech Center regarding the 
proposed county occupa¬ 
tional and net profits tax. 
About 20 people spoke out 
during the two-and-one - 
half-hour forum. All except 
one was against the new tax. 

Of the people attending, 
about 50 were not affiliated 
with local government or the 
hospital, which stands to 
benefit from a tax through a 
subsidy for the ambulance 
service. 

Many of those at the pub¬ 
lic meeting were small busi¬ 
ness owners. Marion's two 
largest manufacturers were 
represented. Joe McDaniel, 
chairman of the board at Par 
4 Plastics; Jeff Waldrop, In- 
vensys plant manager; and 
Jason Brown, Invensys 
human resources director, 
each spoke against the tax. 
They said it would be bad for 
their companies and their 
employees. Each made over¬ 
tures about taking their 
companies or any further ex¬ 
pansion out of the county. 

Several said the payroll 
and net profits tax is unfair 
to the working class and 
asked magistrates to come 
up with another plan to raise 
revenue, something that 
would spread the burden 
over a broader group. 

In the end, that’s what 
will likely happen. Even 
though magistrates agreed 
to take a smaller amount 
from the new payroll and net 
profits tax, they made a for¬ 
mal commitment, voting 
unanimously, to raise prop¬ 
erty taxes when that option 
becomes available in Au¬ 
gust. The county’s 2011 ad 
valorem property tax rate 
was 12 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed value. If magistrates 
keep their word, in three 
months they will bump that 
rate to somewhere around 
12.3 cents per $100 of value. 
For most property owners, 
the increase will be minimal. 

Judge-Executive Perry 
Newcom says it will likely 
take more revenue to bal¬ 
ance the budget. In fact, 
Newcom will have to go back 
with his eraser and rework 
the county’s FY 2012-13 
budget, which had included 
receipts from a one-percent 
payroll and net profits tax. 
He had presented the budget 
to magistrates last month, 
when it appeared the county 
was on the cusp of approv¬ 
ing the new tax at the one- 
percent rate. 

According to estimates 
from county leaders, the 
one-percent tax would have 
generated about $488,000. 
Now, after passing a rate of 
0.5 percent, receipts are pro¬ 
jected at around $244,000. 
By upping the property tax, 
which will begin providing 
receipts this fall, the county 
should generate close to an¬ 
other $10,000 in new 
money. Together, all new 
revenue will be about 
$230,000 less than Newcom 
anticipated when he drew up 
the county’s spending plan 
for the new fiscal year, 
which starts July 1. 

What remains unclear is 
just how much of the new 
tax money will go to the am¬ 
bulance service, whose fi¬ 
nancial woes were the 
primary impetus for raising 
revenue. Crittenden Health 
Systems’ leaders have said 


their EMS shortfall is well 
over $200,000. However, 
some have indicated pri¬ 
vately that $200,000 would 
likely be enough to keep the 
ambulances running for at 
least another year. 

Newcom’s new budget 
had included $150,000 for 
the ambulance service, and 
now, based on the 0.5-per¬ 
cent tax, he will have about 
half as much money to make 
sure that happens. 

“This has been a hard 
thing for everybody and I ap¬ 
preciate your hard work,” 
Newcom told magistrates fol¬ 
lowing their vote this week. 
“We will need to get with the 
hospital and make a deter¬ 
mination of what level of 
funding we can support 
them with. We need to do 
that as quickly as possible. 
Probably by the next court 
meeting, so be giving that 
some thought.” 

Although magistrates fi¬ 
nally found middle ground 
on Tuesday, there were terse 
moments when it appeared 
the entire plan could fall 
through. It seemed as 
though the ordinance would 
fail in any form when magis¬ 
trates voted 4-3 against a 
three-quarters of one-per¬ 
cent tax. Voting in favor of 
the plan were Donnetta 
Travis, Dan Wood and New¬ 
com. Percy Cook, Glenn Un¬ 
derdown, Buntin and Ellis 
voted against it. 

Even Jim Christensen, 
the hospital CEO, figured 
the proposal had collapsed, 
leaving the ambulance serv¬ 
ice in limbo. Christensen got 
up out of his seat and left 
the fiscal court meeting, say¬ 
ing he’d be back with the 
keys to the ambulance. Fig¬ 
uring there would be no 


funding for EMS, he insinu¬ 
ated that the hospital would 
no longer operate the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

Judge Newcom was visi¬ 
bly frustrated, too, telling 
magistrates they had done a 
disservice to the community 
by not approving a tax plan 
to increase revenue. 

A few minutes later, how¬ 
ever, Ellis moved that the 
county consider the 0.5-per¬ 
cent tax, which passed. Iron¬ 
ically, a similar proposal by 
Magistrate Underdown had 
failed to gain traction over 
the past two months. Under- 
down made motions at the 
April meeting and again this 
week for a 0.5-percent tax, 
but he also included a stipu¬ 
lation that at least $200,000 
go to EMS. His plan called 
for a review of the funding 
after one year. His motion 
died each time without a 
second. 

Later in Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing, Buntin renewed discus¬ 
sion of a half-percent-tax, 
stating that he could sup¬ 
port the idea if it didn’t com¬ 
mit the county to a 
particular amount for the 
ambulance. From there, 
magistrates were able to 
reach a settlement they 
could each agree upon. 

The new tax will go into 
effect July 1. Employers will 
begin withholding 0.5 per¬ 
cent from all employees’ pay- 
checks and making liability 
payments to the county each 
quarter. The net profits tax 
will begin July 1, too. Com¬ 
panies that have fiscal years 
ending between July 1, 2012 
and June 30, 2013, will pay 
a prorated amount in the 
first year. They have until 
Aug. 29 to apply for a county 
business license.

Crittenden County High 
School students may face 
new elective class fees start¬ 
ing next fall. The fees would 
range from $5 to $30 de¬ 
pending on the class. 

The board of education 
has been considering the 
plan since it was proposed in 
March by Principal Rhonda 
Callaway. A final decision 
will be made on the matter 
when the board meets in 
regular session at 6 p.m., 
Tuesday at Rocket Arena. 

During school board work 
sessions, details of the plan 
have been discussed. The 
board was initially asked to 
consider student fees in al¬ 
most every class. Fees, ac¬ 
cording to Callaway, would 
be spent on supplies and 
learning tools used primarily 
inside the classrooms. 

When Callaway first pro¬ 
posed class fees, courses in¬ 
cluded both elective and core 
content classes, but before a 
board work session last 
week, she had amended the 
proposal to only elective 
classes. 

Some of the classes on the 
list include life skills, ad¬ 
vanced art and agriculture 
construction. 

Callaway has suggested a 
payment plan so parents 
wouldn't have to pay all at 
once. Some students could 
owe fees for several classes. 

Twelve-year board mem¬ 
ber Bill Asbridge says he’s

Crittenden Health Systems 
is seeking to strengthen its 
position as a health care 
provider by developing an 
Accountable Care Organiza¬ 
tion (ACO). 

Through an ACO, the hos¬ 
pital would build relation¬ 
ships or partnerships 
between other hospitals and 
physicians in order to coor¬ 
dinate and deliver more effi¬ 
cient care, thus improving 
service and slowing the 
growth of health care costs. 

Hospital CEO Jim Chris¬ 
tensen characterized it as a 
plan to create partnerships 
with other providers. He told 
magistrates during their 
monthly meeting Tuesday 
that he is currently dis¬ 
cussing a relationship with 
Western Baptist Hospital. 

“Exactly what we’re trying 
to accomplish is to see what 
player is the best fit for 
CHS,” Christensen told the 
fiscal court. 


having trouble supporting 
the idea. 

“To ask that it be manda¬ 
tory is something I don't 
agree with at all,” Asbridge 
said at last Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing. “I don't want a fee for a 
class to be a stumbling block 
to a child's education.” 

Asbridge says burdening 
parents with further school 
fees is an issue, but so is 
dealing with issues that 
arise from non-payment of 
fees. 

“Are we going to tell those 
kids they can't take that 
class if they don't pay?” As¬ 
bridge asked. “I just don't 
agree with turning a student 
away from a class because 
they don’t pay.” 

Superintendent Dr. Rachel 
Yarbrough agreed with As¬ 
bridge, assuring him and 
other board members that 
students wouldn't be ex¬ 
cluded from classes, even if 
they couldn’t pay. 

“This is about seeing how 
we can help the high school 
recover some of the costs for 
the material and still sup¬ 
plying a quality education 
for our students,” Yarbrough 
said. “We would never ex¬ 
clude students because they 
can’t or don’t pay.” 

Board members requested 
information about how 
schools in other districts 
handle school fees. Liv¬ 
ingston Central charges a 
flat $60 student fee. That 
covers textbooks and mate¬ 
rials. Caldwell County 


He also updated magis¬ 
trates on issues regarding 
the operating room expan¬ 
sion. The project was sup¬ 
posed to have been 
completed months ago, but 
the contractor was fired for 
failing to meet contractual 
obligations. Now, there is a 
federal lawsuit as CHS tries 
to recover its losses. Addi¬ 
tionally, the surety company 
for the contractor failed, 
complicating the situation. 
Christensen said the hospi¬ 
tal’s primary focus is pro¬ 
tecting equity in the work 
that has been done to this 
point. Financing has proven 
elusive as the hospital has 
tried to move forward with 
the project. Now, the CEO 
says the plan is to “build a 
shell” over the work that is 
completed, in order to pro¬ 
tect what’s been done to this 
point. The building would 
not be functional as an oper¬ 
ating room, however. 

Christensen said financing 


charges fees for classes, 
lockers and parking. In 
Union County, fees include 
$48 for textbooks, a $20 
tech fee, $25 lab fee for ad¬ 
vanced classes and $20 for 
parking. Webster County 
also charges a variety of 
class fees. Some are manda¬ 
tory and others are not. 

In some cases, schools 
waive fees if a student qual¬ 
ifies for free or reduced 
lunches. But some do not. 

Kim Collyer, who has a 
child in high school, doesn’t 
have a big problem with fees 
for elective courses. Collyer 
said she wouldn't mind pay¬ 
ing a fee for a class like ad¬ 
vanced art. In many cases, 
students have to provide 
materials for classes any¬ 
way. 

“It kind of levels the play¬ 
ing field,” Collyer said. “If the 
teacher orders all of the sup¬ 
plies from the same place, 
then all of the students will 
have the same supplies.” 

Collyer said fees for 
classes such as the life skills 
course would provide gro¬ 
ceries for cooking assign¬ 
ments. 

“I didn't feel like my 
daughter cooked nearly 
enough in that class,” Col¬ 
lyer said. “Being hands on in 
a classroom is how you learn 
and if I'm asked to donate 
class fees, I'm 95 percent 
okay with it. I just want 
teachers to be reasonable in 
their fees and be considerate 
of parents.” 


for that is the first objective. 

•In other fiscal court busi¬ 
ness, magistrates approved 
a plan to buy three new mo¬ 
tion-sensitive cameras.

Summer academic programs provide opportunities for students

Two Crittenden County 
High School juniors have 
been accepted into the Ken¬ 
tucky Governor's Scholar 
program this summer. 

Devin Clark, son of Vince 
and Alicia Clark, and Bobby 
Knox, son of Dennis and 
Donna Knox, will spend five 
weeks on a college campus 
getting to know other ken- 
tucky high school juniors 
while balancing a busy aca¬ 
demic schedule with co-cur- 
ricular activities. 

To be eligible for the pro¬ 
gram, a student must have 
taken the ACT, PSAT or SAT 
in the ninth, 10th or 11th 
grade and be a Kentucky res¬ 
ident. 

Inspired by friend Madison 
Travis who was accepted into 
the program last year, Clark 
became interested in apply¬ 
ing to the program, receiving 
encouragement from both 
his parents and high school 
teachers. 

"Everyone was extremely 
helpful, encouraging me 
every step of the way," Clark 
said. "I really want to thank 
my teachers Greg Hollamon, 
Kim Vince, Deonna McCord, 


Howard Suggs and our guid¬ 
ance counselor, Stefanie 
Hardin, for 
not only writ¬ 
ing letters of 
recommen¬ 
dations for 
me, but also 
being very 
supportive." 

For Knox, 
his inspira¬ 
tion came 
from his 
older sister, 

Casey, adding a little fuel to 
the sibling rivalry. 

“I wanted to try to one up 
her,” Knox said. “But in all 
seriousness, it’s a good 
scholarship opportunity to 
be able to be involved in 
something like Governor’s 
Scholar.” 

Both Clark and Knox are 
active not only in the class¬ 
room, but also outside of 
school. Both juniors play 
starting varsity positions for 
the Rocket football and bas¬ 
ketball teams. While trying to 
balance coursework and 
practices, Clark said it 
wouldn't be possible without 
the help of teachers and 
coaches who encourage and 
promote putting forth an ef¬ 


fort in school. 

"Our teachers here in Crit¬ 
tenden are really good and 
they make sure that we as 
students work hard," Clark 
said. "It isn't easy to have a 
busy schedule but it's some¬ 
thing that you have to work 
at to make sure you stay on 
top of everything."

Although

Although nei¬ 
ther one know which campus 
they will be heading to this 
summer, it will be the first 
time either has been away 
from home for a long period 
of time. 

“It’s nerve-wracking but 
exciting,” Knox said. “I can’t 
wait to meet new friends.” 

Also accepted into a sum¬ 
mer program was Ellen Mer¬ 


rick. She will be going to 
Transylvania University for 
three weeks, participating in 
the Governor’s School for the 
Arts. Unlike Governor’s 
Scholar, the School for the 
Arts is strictly focused on all 
forms of art including drama, 
music, theater and creative 
writing. Out of 1,700 stu¬ 
dents that apply, only 224 
are accepted, and Merrick 
was among the lucky few. 

Since she was young, Mer¬ 
rick knew that she wanted to 
do something that involved 
acting. 

“I enjoy the audience reac¬ 
tion to a character,” Merrick 
said. “I love to get in front of 
people and become this 
whole other person. It’s fun 
to transform.” 

Merrick has been involved 
in many theatrical plays, in¬ 
cluding being involved in the 
Purchase Player’s Oklahoma! 
and a few Market House pro¬ 
ductions in Paducah. Earlier 
in the school year, Merrick 
even tried her hand at direct¬ 
ing the high school’s play, 
The Princess and the Pea. 

“I think it’s good to be in¬ 
volved in all aspects of put¬ 
ting on a play,” Merrick said. 
“I enjoyed directing.”

A cemetery work day has 
been scheduled for Saturday, 
by the Caldwell County Ceme¬ 
tery Board at the Dollar 
Cemetery located on Ky., 902 
East about three miles east of 
Fredonia. The location is 
within one mile of the Critten¬ 
den County line. 

The board, formed in 2004, 
is tasked with identifying, 
restoring and preserving the 
county’s abandoned and neg¬ 
lected cemeteries. Many 


known cemeteries in Caldwell, 
Crittenden and surrounding 
counties lack the perpetual 
care funds necessary for 
proper maintenance. Volun¬ 
teers are sought to help pre¬ 
serve these cemeteries for 
future generations. 

The Dollar Cemetery is lo¬ 
cated on the farm of Wayne 
Allen Prowled. It is believed 
that the cemetery was started 
by members of the DeBoe 
family in the early 1800s. Ac¬ 
cording to cemetery record 


books, there are approxi¬ 
mately 70 marked graves, at 
least 25 sandstones and sev¬ 
eral unmarked graves. The 
first documented burial is that 
of Martha Ann Riley, the two- 
year-old daughter of Stephen 
and Mary “Polly” Riley. She 
died Oct. 15, 1841. Other 
early burials are Sarah Felker 
with a death date of Dec. 28, 
1843, and Jasper Dollar with 
a death date of Juley 4, 1850. 
The last known burial is that 
of Robert Logan Shinall in 


1945. Surnames of families 
buried there include Crayne, 
DeBoe, Dollar, Guess, Mc- 
Caslin, McChesney, Riley and 
Shinall. The majority of these 
families have descendants still 
living in Caldwell and Critten¬ 
den counties. 

Persons interested in join¬ 
ing Saturday’s cleanup effort 
can meet at 8 a.m., Saturday 
at the intersection of Ky., 902 
East, Dollar Road, and Echo 
Valley Road east of Fredonia.

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Well-known men of Crittenden County 


In August of 1894, a spe¬ 
cial edition of The Crittenden 
Press was published and in 
it were many interesting ar¬ 
ticles. One section was pic¬ 
tures and information about 
some of the well-known 
businessmen in the county. 
Here are some of the men 
and the information that was 

featured in that section. 

*** 

Hon. F. M. Clement 

Francis Marion Clement 
was born on a farm in Crit¬ 
tenden County, Sept. 21, 
1828. His fa¬ 
ther, Isham 
Clement, 
came from 
Prince Ed- 
w a r d 
County, Va., 
in 1818, and 
settled on 
the Ken¬ 

tucky river. 

In the year 
1819 he 
moved to 
what is now Crittenden, set¬ 
tling near the vicinity of 
where Fred J. Clement now 
lives. Hewing out of the for¬ 
est a home for himself, he 
endured the many hardships 
incident to pioneer life. 

Before leaving Virginia he 
had married Miss Sallie 
Clark Rudd. To them 12 
children were born, the 
youngest of whom is the 
subject of this sketch. 

F.M. Clement had very lit¬ 
tle school advantages, at¬ 
tending only the very 
primitive country schools. 
He worked on the farm all 
his life, making a regular, 
hard working hard, during 
all the younger years of his 
life. After reaching his ma¬ 
jority, he began life for him¬ 
self on a farm. Later he 
speculated in tobacco and at 
one time made considerable 
money; reverses came as 
they do to trades, and he lost 
all, but with the courage and 
willpower that makes the in-

domitable man, he soon re¬ 
trieved his lost fortune and 
has been a successful farmer 
and trader ever since. 

He now owns one of the 
best farms in the county, 
raises grain and stock exten¬ 
sively, and his splendid 
country home, seven miles 
from Marion, is one of the 
most hospitable in the 
county. 

Years ago, the people 
among who Mr. Clement was 
reared, realized his sterling 
qualities and great worth as 
a citizen and a patriot and in 
1882 prevailed upon him to 
become a candidate for the 
State Senate. He won the 
nomination easily, and in 
the final election defeated 
J.W. Orr by over 1,000 ma¬ 
jority. Last year when a 
strong candidate was needed 
to overcome the combined 
opposition, he was nomi¬ 
nated over several gentlemen 
and easily defeated Mr. Isaac 
Linley of Livingston County. 

In public life Mr. Clement 
is a tireless worker, and un¬ 
compromising in his devo¬ 
tion to what he thinks is 
right; no constituency ever 
had a more faithful servant. 
He is a strong Democrat. As 
a private citizen he has all 
the good qualities that enter 
into the good man, and faith¬ 
ful friend. 

His obituary reads: Feb. 
18, 1909. Frances Marion 
Clement, one of the county's 
best known and most promi¬ 
nent citizens died Tuesday 
morning, Feb. 16, 1909, in 
his 81st year. Mr. Clement is 


the last survivor of a family 
of 12 children, all his broth¬ 
ers and sisters having pre- 
ceeded him to the grave. Mr. 
Clement's wife who was Jor- 
dena Kirkpatrick has been 
dead over 30 years. Mr. 
Clement had always taken 
great interest in public af¬ 
fairs and no enterprise 
which looked to the up¬ 
building of the community in 
which he lived failed to re¬ 
ceive his help. 

Mr Clement had never of¬ 
fered for public office but few 
times. He was elected to the 
state Senate in the 80's and 
represented this district with 
distinction to himself and 
credit to his constituency. 
(Francis Marion Clement is 
buried with his wife, Jordena 
Clement in the Hill Ceme¬ 
tery, near Fredonia in Cald¬ 
well County.) 

*** 

Thomas J. Yandell, Jr. 

One of the best known 
men in the county is Thomas 
J. Yandell, Jr. He was born 
in this county in 1859, and 
was reared on the farm. He 
is a son of 
Mr. John A. 

Yandell one 
of the pio¬ 
neer citizens 
of the 

county. His 
mother was 
Margaret 
Crouch Yan¬ 
dell. 

At the age 
of 20, 

Thomas Yan¬ 
dell left the farm and began 
teaching in the public 
schools. In 1886, he was 
elected assessor on the Re¬ 
publican ticket defeating a 
popular man by a handsome 
majority. In 1890, he made 
the race for county clerk, but 
was defeated by a very small 
majority. In 1890 he sold his 
farm and embarked in mer¬ 
cantile pursuits. On May 10, 
1892, he accepted the posi¬

tion of assistant cashier in 
the Marion Bank which po¬ 
sition he still holds. 

On Jan. 19, 1887, he was 
married to Miss Katie 
Franklin. Mr. Yandell's ac¬ 
quaintance extends over the 
county, and the people not 
only appreciate his business 
qualities but hold him in 
high esteem as a citizen. As 
a teacher, as a county official 
and as a bank officer he has 
endeared himself to the pub¬ 
lic and he is readily classed 
as one of the leading young 
men of this section. 

The people of Marion are 
pleased that he has pur¬ 
chased a home here and in¬ 
vested in the bank as a stock 
holder. Such men increase 
the substantial, material 
standing of a community, 
and it is a good day for the 
town when they decide to 
cast their lot with it. 

(Thomas J. Yandell died 
Sept. 8, 1934 and he and his 
wife are buried in the Maple- 
view Cemetery. His obituary 
reads: T.J. Yandell died at 
his home on East Bellville 
St., Sept. 8, 1934, after an 
illness of short duration. He 
was 75 years of age. Mr. 
Yandell's knowledge of bank¬ 
ing and financial affairs 
caused his judgment to be 
followed and adhered to by 
all who consulted with him 
for advice. He was a leader in 
all civic and community en¬ 
terprises and movements, 
giving unselfish support to 
any program in which would 
be of benefit to this commu¬ 
nity.) 

*** 

Green B. Crawford 

He is the present Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for sheriff of 
Crittenden County. He was 
born in Livingston County, 
in 1847, and was raised on a 
farm. He attended the public 
schools, getting a fair com¬ 
mon school education. 

In 1870 he went into a 
store as clerk and there at¬ 


tained experience in a busi¬ 
ness way. Later he married 
and settled on a farm, and 
since that time he has de¬ 
voted himself exclusively to 
farming, and in that line he 
has been successful, gather¬ 
ing around those comforts 
and conveniences that come 
to the energetic, careful 
farmer. 

He owns a farm in the Tolu 
vicinity; there where he has 
lived and labored so long, he 
has the respect and esteem 
of all, and warm friendship 
of many. As a good citizen he 
has few superiors. 

This year he was prevailed 
upon to accept the demo¬ 
cratic nomination for sheriff, 
his party knowing his su¬ 
perb qualification for the of¬ 
fice and his high standing as 
a citizen. He stands as a rep¬ 
resentative of the best citi¬ 
zenship of the county, 
honest, industrious, capable 
and appreciative of the obli¬ 
gation to duty, Green B. 
Crawford as a citizen does 
honor to the county. 

(Mr. Crawford died March 
20, 1922 and is buried in the 
Mapleview Cemetery. His 
obituary reads: Green Berry 
Crawford was 74 years old, 
and the son of the late 
William Crawford. On April 
4, 1870 he 
was married 
to Fannie M. 

Croft, 
daughter of 
Thomas S. 
and Almira 
Croft of Tolu. 

To the de¬ 
ceased and 
his good 
wife, who 
survives 
him, was 
born three children, William 
and Blanch who are dead, 
and Clara, the surviving 
child who has been spared to 
comfort her aged mother in 

this hour of bereavement.)

J.F. Flanary was born on a 
farm in Crittenden County 
Oct. 14, 1855. He is a son of 
James M. Flanary, who died 
some 20 years ago, leaving a 
wife and nine children, the 
care of which fell chiefly to 
the subject 
of this 

sketch. With 
these re¬ 
sponsibili¬ 
ties upon 
him he has 
been a hard 
worker, toil¬ 
ing on the 
farm to sup¬ 
port those 
thus left of 
his cares. All who know him 
know that he was faithful to 
this trust. 

In 1882, he was the Re¬ 
publican nominee for coro¬ 
ner, and elected by a 
handsome majority. In 1886 
he was re-elected. Four 
years ago he was a candidate 
for the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for assessor, and was 
defeated, but he has assisted 
in listing the property of the 
county every year since then. 
This year he won the nomi¬ 
nation and is now asking the 
people of the county to elect 
him. He is an honest man, 
an industrious, good citizen, 
and if elected will make a ca¬ 
pable officer. 

(Mr. Flanary died May 18, 
1909 and is buried at Maple- 
view Cemetery. His obituary 
reads: James Fidelia Fla¬ 
nary, familiarly known as 
"Dellar" died May 18, at his 
residence on West Salem St. 
after an illness extending 
over three months. He was 
stricken with typhoid fever 
and afterward dropsy and 
cirrhosis of the liver. Mr. Fla¬ 
nary was born in this county 
where he lived all his life. He 
was married on the 14 day of 
last October to Miss Olive 
McConnell who survives 
him.)

Was Humphrey Marshall the ‘resigningest’ Rebel general?

Rebel Gen. Humphrey Mar¬ 
shall of Kentucky was a leg¬ 
end in his own mind. 

On this date in 1862, he 
figured his recent victory over 
the Yankees at the little battle 
of Princeton, Va., now West 
Virginia, was big enough to 
earn him a big command. 

The Rebel brass kept him 
in southwestern Virginia. So 
he threatened to quit. 

He followed through in 
June 1862. But Marshall 
changed his mind, returned 
to the army and resigned for 
good in June 1863. He wound 
up the war back in politics, as 
a Confederate congressman 
in Richmond, Va., the Rebel 
capital. 

Marshall's ego was as big 
as his belly. He was one of the 
portliest generals in the Civil 
War. Born in Frankfort in 
1812, Marshall also stepped 
to his own drummer, like his 
famous grandfather, Ken¬ 
tucky pioneer Humphrey 
Marshall Sr. 

Early Kentucky was 
staunchly Jeffersonian. But 
Marshall Sr. was a rock- 
ribbed Federalist. He was also 
an avowed atheist who fought 
a duel with Henry Clay, Ken¬ 
tucky's most popular politi¬ 
cian ever. 

Marshall Jr. was a Whig 
and “Know Nothing” con¬ 
gressman before the war and 
was also U.S. minister to 
China. But he supported pro¬ 
slavery Southern Democrat 
John C. Breckinridge of Ken¬ 
tucky for president in 1860. 

Though Kentucky refused 
to join the Confederacy, Mar¬ 
shall (and Breckinridge) did. 

A West Point graduate and 
Mexican-American War vet¬ 
eran, Marshall became a 
Confederate general in 1861. 
So did Breckinridge, whose 
military career was consider¬ 
ably more illustrious than 
Marshall's.

Marshall could be persua¬ 
sive. He recruited several 
Rebel soldiers in devoutly 
Unionist eastern Kentucky 
yet was less successful as a 
battle captain. Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral James A. Garfield, a fu¬ 
ture president, beat him at 
the Battle of Middle Creek, in 
Floyd County, Ky., on Jan. 
10, 1862. Marshall had to re¬ 
treat into southwestern Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Marshall’s loss and the 
Confederate defeat at the 
Jan. 19, 1862 Battle of Mill 
Springs, in Pulaski County, 
Ky., enabled the Union army 
to win eastern Kentucky and 
subsequently drive into Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Marshall was back in uni¬ 
form in time for him to join 
General Braxton Bragg’s ulti¬ 
mately unsuccessful invasion 
of Kentucky in the summer 
and fall of 1862. After Bragg 
lost at Perryville on Oct. 8, 
1862, and left the state, Mar¬ 
shall saw no more significant 
service. 

He was evidently a more ef¬ 
fective politician, though he 
represented a state that never

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seceded. Created in Nov. 
1861, Kentucky’s Confeder¬ 
ate "government" had no legal 
standing and represented the 
minority viewpoint in every 
region of the Bluegrass State 
except the far western Jack- 
son Purchase, dubbed “Ken¬ 
tucky’s South Carolina” for 
its deep Confederate sympa¬ 
thies. 

In the Confederate House, 
Marshall “distinguished him¬ 
self... as a debater and an or¬ 
ator, equaling similar honors 
achieved by him previously in 
the Congress at Washington 
City,” according to William B. 
Allen’s 1872 History of Ken¬ 


tucky. “He belonged to a fam¬ 
ily which has added luster to 
our state and country - in the 
senate, upon the bench, at 
the bar, and before popular 
assemblies.” He was distantly 
related to John Marshall, per¬ 
haps the most famous chief 
justice of the Supreme Court. 

Marshall was one of many 
politicians turned generals on 
both sides in the Civil War. 
Most of them didn't do espe¬ 
cially well on the battlefield. 
Breckinridge and Union Gen. 
John A. Logan, a Murphys- 
boro, Ill. native, are among 
the exceptions. (Breckinridge 
was also a Confederate secre-

STAFF REPORT 

County leaders say they’re going to start 
prosecuting illegal dumpers who are leaving 
household refuse and other large items at 
the community debris dump on Bridwell 
Loop. 

The dump is for natural wood debris, said 
Crittenden County Judge-Executive Perry 
Newcom. 

Over the past several days, Newcom said 
someone has left garbage and other large 
items such as a fiberglass boat and televi¬ 
sion frame. He’s asked the sheriff to track 
the source of the illegal dumping through se¬ 
rial numbers or other identifying marks on 
the items and to charge those responsible. 

Sheriff Wayne Agent said he’s been asked 
by county officials to keep a close eye on il¬ 
legal dumping there. Those caught will be 
prosecuted to the fullest extent, he said. 


Fines for illegal dumping can reach $500, 
plus court costs. 

Newcom said electronic surveillance is 
one of the options the county is considering 
to catch those dumping there. The site is lo¬ 
cated near the entrance of the old county 
landfill. 

The area was opened in 2009 after the ice 
storm. It has remained open as a conven¬ 
ience for residents, Newcom said. 

Only organic, natural material, such as 
limbs, trees, shrubs or plants, is allowed at 
the dump, which is open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. There is no charge for 
that kind of material. 

The county has a convenience center for 
household trash and other items, even recy- 
clables. The convenience center is located on 
U.S. 60 East just past the livestock market. 
It is open Monday through Saturday. 


Conservation District offers 
stewardship cost-share funds 


The Crittenden County 
Conservation District will be 
accepting requests for cost- 
share funding under the 
Kentucky Soil Erosion and 
Water Quality Cost Share 
and Environmental Steward¬ 
ship Program. Deadline to 
apply is June 15. 

The Kentucky Soil Ero¬ 
sion and Water Quality Cost 
Share Program along with 
the Environmental Steward¬ 
ship Program are created to 
help agricultural operations 
protect the soil and water re¬ 
sources of Kentucky. These 
programs were established 
by the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly in the 1994 and 
2000 and over the 17 years 


of these programs approxi¬ 
mately $120 million has 
been approved to plan, de¬ 
sign and install much- 
needed best management 
practices on approximately 
14,200 farms to protect soil 
resources and water quality. 

These annual cost-share 
funds are administered by 
conservation districts with 
priority given to animal 
waste related problems and 
agricultural district partici¬ 
pants where pollution prob¬ 
lems have been identified. 
Initial funding for the pro¬ 
gram will be provided by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture and now also 
utilizes the Tobacco Master 


Settlement Agreement 
Funds. 

These programs are ad¬ 
ministered at the state level 
by the Soil and Water Con¬ 
servation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of 
Conservation, located in 
Frankfort. Applications are 
ranked statewide and ap¬ 
proved for funding based on 
available funds.

June 1 deadline for various FSA programs 


Kentucky producers are 
reminded that June 1 is the 
deadline for enrolling in the 
2012 Direct and Counter¬ 
cyclical Program (DCP), Av¬ 
erage Crop Revenue Election 
(ACRE) Program and the 
Supplemental Revenue As¬ 
sistance Program (SURE). 

This is a statutory dead¬ 
line for all participants in 
these programs. 

A significant number of 
farms eligible for the 2012 
DCP/ACRE programs have 
not enrolled and these pro¬ 
ducers need to be aware of 
this deadline, said John W. 
McCauley, executive director 
of USDA’s Kentucky Farm 
Service Agency. 

All signatures of produc¬ 
ers receiving a share in 
DCP /ACRE payments are 
required by the deadline. 
The election for ACRE for 
2012 can be made any time 
before June 1. If a farm has 
an ACRE election from a 
prior year, the farm remains 
in the ACRE, however pro¬ 
ducers must still complete 
the annual enrollment 
process by the deadline.

•Farms in counties with 
Secretarial disaster declara¬ 
tions, including contiguous 
counties, that have incurred 
crop production or quality 
losses of at least 10 percent, 
or both, and includes all 
crops grown by a producer 
nationwide, except grazed 
crops. 

•Any farm in which, for 
the crop year, the actual 
production on the farm be¬ 
cause of disaster-related 
conditions is 50 percent or 
less than normal production 
of the farm.
